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brothers  made  the  first  airplane  flight  in  1903.  Reginald  A.  Fessenden 
conducted  early  wireless  experiments  on  Roanoke  Island.  Stretching  north 
and  south  are  Carolina’s  Outer  Banks,  climaxed  by  Cape  Hatteras  and 
Ocracoke  Island,  the  never-never  land  of  maritime  adventure  (map,  below) . 
Pirates  sailed  these  waters;  Blackbeard  himself  was  slain  at  Ocracoke. 

Roanoke  Island  is  protected  from  the  ocean  by  the  Outer  Banks.  A 
toll-free  bridge  reaches  it.  Near  by  are  the  beach  resorts  of  Kitty  Hawk, 
Nags  Head,  and  Kill  Devil  Hills.  There  rise  the  highest  dunes  on  the  east 
coast  of  America.  Atop  one  stands  the  Wright  memorial.

‘‘Lost  Colony”  Makes  Ready  for  11th  Season 

T  HE  staccato  ring  of  carpenters’  hammers  resounds  over  Roanoke  Island, 
*  North  Carolina,  as  plans  again  go  forward  to  present  Paul  Green’s 
pageant.  The  Lost  Colony.  Already  seen  by  more  than  500,000  persons, 
the  nation’s  longest-lived  outdoor  drama  opens  its  11th  season  on  June  30. 

Presented  in  a  unique  waterside  amphitheater  (illustration,  cover), 
the  “symphonic  drama’’  by  the  noted  Pulitzer  Prize  winner  is  performed 
on  what  is  believed  to  be  the  very  spot  where  the  events  it  commemorates 
took  place.  The  lavishly  costumed  presentation,  with  its  cast  of  more 
than  150,  is  based  on  the  mystery  of  Sir  Walter  Raleigh’s  1587  colony — 
the  first  English  attempt  to  establish  an  American  settlement. 

Originally  Produced  in  1937 

The  Roanoke  Island  Historical  Association  sponsors  the  show.  To  the 
spoken  word  and  the  dance,  the  playwright  has  added  a  background  of  old 
English  music,  provided  each  summer  by  the  Lost  Colony  Chorus,  com¬ 
posed  of  voices  of  the  widely  known  Westminster  Choir.  Equally  unusual 
is  the  setting,  far  removed  from  population  centers.  Manteo,  site  of  the 
play,  has  about  1,000  inhabitants;  so  it  has  been  host  to  playgoers  num¬ 
bering  500  times  its  own  population.  Nearest  city  of  any  size  is  Norfolk, 
Virginia,  92  miles  north. 

The  Lost  Colony  originally  was  presented  during  the  summer  of  1937, 
when  President  Roosevelt  was  a  spectator.  That  year  the  350th  anniver¬ 
sary  of  the  birth  of  Virginia  Dare,  the  first  child  of  English  parentage 
bom  in  the  new  world,  was  commemorated.  Growing  popularity  of  the 
drama  caused  the  managers  to  establish  The  Lost  Colony  as  a  permanent 
historical  and  dramatic  exhibit.  The  show  suspended  during  World  War  II. 

The  cast  includes  professional  actors,  students  of  the  Drama  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  and  natives  of  the  island,  many 
of  whom  have  never  seen  any  other  theatrical  production. 

Land  of  History 

The  Lost  Colony  story  begins  in  1584  with  exploratory  voyages  along 
the  North  Carolina  Coast.  In  1587,  Raleigh  sent  over  his  first  “permanent’’ 
colony,  composed  of  91  men,  17  women,  and  nine  children.  On  August  18 
of  that  year,  a  daughter  was  born  to  Eleanor  Dare,  daughter  of  Governor 
White.  The  governor  sailed  to  England  shortly  thereafter  for  supplies 
and  was  delayed  by  Britain’s  war  with  Spain.  When  he  returned,  nearly 
three  years  later,  the  colonists  were  gone.  Fort  Raleigh  a  shambles.  The 
only  clue  found  to  the  fate  of  the  colony  was  the  discovery  of  the  single 
word  “Croatoan’’  carved  on  a  post  in  the  fort. 

Green’s  drama  follows  the  known  history  of  the  colony  up  to  the  last 
records  available.  The  rest  is  conjecture — a  poignant  guess  as  to  why 
the  colonists  left  the  fort  and  where  they  went. 

Roanoke  Island  and  the  adjacent  territory  is  rich  in  history.  Not
